THE PROFESSOR ABROAD 


SUMMER DAYS SP#NCrT UNDER A 
FOREIGN 8KY. 


Promenading Alevg the Place de la Concorde—Tte 
Subterranean Wonders ef Peris—Dead Men's 
Boves—The Jardin des Piantes— Uhe Vine 
Clad Hilie—Inoter teticg Sketches.

Few people who promenade over the wide and 
beautifully edori ed Place de la Concorde, observ 
ing its sple1 did cbe)!:k and its playing fouutains, 
would suspect that deep down beneath its pave- 
men's is the great reservoir where all the sewers of 
Paris discharge their filihy contents. The sewers 
(les e’gouts) of Paris already aggregate a length of 
300 or 400 miles and when completed according to 
he o.iginal design wi!l exceed 600 miles. These 

s€wers, in connection with the catacombs and sub 
terranean galleries, make an under-ground city in 
interest only inferior to the upper city itself. Five 
divisions were made in the city sewerage depart- 
meut, three being on the right and two on the left 
bank of the Seine. Six great galleries, fifteen sec- 
oudary galleites, and innumerable third-rate gal- 
leries, cut the city in every direction, avd these are 
fed by numerous conduits. The sewers on the left 
banks of tne river are discharged into the great 
reservoir under the Place de la Concorde by means 
of an iron siphon, which crosses the river not far 
above the Place de la Concorde, where it empties. 
Perhaps no other city has so complete a sysiem of 
sewerage, and as the regulations concerning the 
cleansing of the streets are rigidly enforced and 
no slops nor decaying substances are allowed to be 
thrown intothe streets, the sa itary condition is 
better than that of any other European capital. 

The dredgiig of this great.subterranean lake of 
foul water thus co!lected under the Place de la 
Concorde, requiresthe labor of many workmen, 
who use dredge boats of peculiar construction for 
their purpose. This vast lake of filthy water c-l- 
lected under the Place Concorde, wh: re the guil- 
lotine once did its terrible work, reminds us of the 
words of Chateaubriand, who declared that not all 
the water in the world would suffice to wash 
away the bioodstains with which this horrible in- 

strument had dé¢fiied the F lace. 7 

But nether Paris has other sights to offer besides 
the conduits and Jakes of its great network of sew- 
erage, Ou the southern side of the Scine, aud ly- 
ing partly within the city, were, and are, many 
quarries from which the soft limestoue so much 
used in Parisarchitecture hasbeen taken. This 
part of th. city was honeycombed with subterrane 
an excavatious,and abovta century ago the govern 
ment was compelled to take measures to protect 
the houses built over these yawning pits, as their 
frail foundations were giving way. A system of 
pillars and supporting arches was erected to secure 
the houses above, and it was determined to utilize 
the caverus below by making them rceptacles for 
muliitudes of the dead who forcenturies had been 
accumulating inthe cemeteries,in and around 
the city. it is estimated that six millions of corpses 
were thus collected into the quarries. 
Thousauds of bodies, too, the victims of the 
revolution were thrown into these c.verns, and as 
hese houses of the dead were long left uncared for, 
be deeayed bodits had formed an almost undis- 
tinguishable mass of bones, which could no’, for 
the most part, be referred to their Original bodies 
The arranging of thesein after years becume a kind 
of co ordination of like parts of legs, arms, ete. 
The skulls form the cornice of these subterranean 
houses, aud many of the houses themselves are 
built wholly of bones. Ihave never visited these 
abodes of the dead. Only three or four times yearly 
arethey accessible tothe public and 1 never at- 
tempted to gain admission. I remember, a!most 
witha shudder, a somewhat similar exnibition of 
bones in thelone convent of Mar Saba, which 
clings to the cliffs above the dizzy chasm of the 
Wadyel Kelt, between Jerusalem and the Dead 
sea. There the monks, asif not satisfied with their 
lonely abode in the most desolate region on earth 
and shut within their dreary walls by hostile tribes, 
have made their tenements still more, forbiddiug 
by keeping perpetualiy before their sight the bones 
oftheir brethren, who, in the past centuries, have 
died withiu the convent walls—a ghastly spectacle, 
and one ¥bich will ever lingerin my memory 

In the Capuchin chuich and cloister of 8. Maria 
della Concezione in Rome, there isasomewhat+rim- 
flarexhibit of ‘‘dead men’s bones’’ About 4,v00 
monks have been buried under this church,and the 
bones of those who have been longest dead are 
taken up to make room for new bodies,and the for- 
mer are used to decorate yarchapels in which the 
sepulture take place. Annually the pubiic are ad- 
mitted to this grim exhibition. ‘Tis said that the 
skulls of the skeletons are used for lanterns on 
these occasions. the light pouring through the ball- 
less sockets of the eyes and through the wall of 
fleshless teeth—a ghastly illumination! This writer 
wes once favered with an invitation to tht ghostly 
entertainment, but declined with thanks. 

THE JARDIN DES PLANTES. 

The best zoological and botanical garden in the 
world isin Paris. The Jardin des Plantes is onthe 
left bank of the river and not very far below the 
point where it enters the city. It embraces between 
seventy five and eighty acres, 1ad hes been open to 
the public since the early part of the reign of Louis 
XIV. Almosteve'y department of natura! science 
is we 1] represented here, and Jibraries and lectures. 
most complete in their character, add their facili- 
ties for study in ail ihose fields, The garden is not 
only a *chool of botany and zoology, but also of 
chemistry, geology, physiology, minesalogy, com- 
parative anatomy, palaeontology, physics, ete , and 
a large amphitheater, capable of seating a large 
auditory, is used for the lectures, which are free to 
all who choose to attend them. This institution, 
perhaps more than even the has 
coutributed develop that 
in natural science for 
French have,in the last two centuries, been 
conspicuous. Two or three names of im perishable 
renown are inseparably associated with the Jardin 
des Plantes The great naturalist Buffon, who be- 
came keeper of the garden (then called Jardin du 
Roi) in 1739, was for near half a century connecte d 
with it; and his connection bore fruit in tne shape 
of his great work on natural history, the first in 
which that science was reduced from a mass of i-o- 
lated facts into something like a systematic form. 
It was Buffon who gave the garden its present or- 
ganization asa sckool for the universal natural 
science. Formerly it had been laid out as a garden 
for medicinal plants (Jardin royal des plantes me 
dicivales). Another name which is linked with 
this garden is thatcof Alexander von Humboldt,

who gave toit in 1805 his great collections of plants 


which he had just brought from Mexico and Cen- 
tral and South America. Most of these plants were 
previously unknown, and they form to-day tae 
finest part of the botanical specimens in the garden. 
The American who strolls through the Allee de 
Tilleuls, in the southern part of the garden, will at 
least feel his continental if not his national pride 
flattered by the splendid array of American flowers, 
the gorgeous plumage of the tropics, which every- 
where bloom around him. From the stately palm 
to the low creeping vine all are here, and the care 
ful hand of science makes them flourish though far 
from their native homes. 

Speaking of the palms reminds me of the story so 
beautifully told in verse by Mrs. H aans, I be- 
HMeveof the Eist Indian, who, wandering listlessly 
through this garden, forlorn and anda stranger, 
and uumindful of all the beauties around him un- 
til hiseye chanced toto light upon a date palm, 
gouvenir of his own sunny land, then he ‘‘grasped 
his country’s tree and wept.’’ 

A capital feature of the botanical garden is the 
careful labelling of all the trees and smaller plants 
ia the collectiou. I have neverseen in any other 
similar garden tuca acareful arrangement, nor 
oe so well adapted to be of service to the thousands 
of visitors who resort thither. To me the most 
foteresting tree in the garden is the stately cedar 
of Lebanon, brought hither from Syria about one 
huudred and fifty years ago. It stands on the 
northern side of a hill, andin its silent. lonely 
x , to mourn forits distant mountains, 
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whose sides were once clothed with its kindred. I 


which still crown its summit do not awaken with 
all their historic memories, a feeling like that in- 
spired by this solitary tree so farfrom its native 
land. Loneliness. that dreariest feeling of the hu- 
man heart, bas the power to waken a sympathy 
otherwise upknown to the breast. An exile anda 
stranger, how deepa chord in our natures. is made 
to pulsate by those words, ‘‘The last of the Mohe 
gavs, or of the Wampanosgs,"’ calls up sad memo- 
ries of a faded race and the 
rose of summer’’ begets a kind of sympathy even 
for the insensate flower. Who has never felt the 
pathos of this feeling in the strains of the ‘‘Swit-

zer’s song of home.’’

dozen voices at once from spectators eager to see 
some of Martin's most intelligent feats. 

Humpoldt’s msguificent gift to these gardens af 
fords a bright example of the cosmupolitan charac- 
acter of science. Napolean had just become empe- 
ror, and prance was putting herself forward as the 
patron of science. No other country of Europe 
was in such condition to utilize the splendid col- 
lecitions of the great scientist; yet France was not 
his native land. On the contrary she was the most 
formidable foe of Germany,anud only a few mouths 
later wors ed the Prussian army ou the heights of 
Jena, aud soon after took Berlin. But in no other 
lard could the gift of Humboldtat that time have 
borne such fruit, and science acknowledges nei- 
ther nationalty nor clime. 

THE VINE CLAD HILLS. 

The school boy who declaims of LaFayette never 
fails to speak of the ‘“‘vine-clad hills of his sunny 
France;’’- aud Parisis a stout witness to the fact 
that the vines are not grown for no purpose. In 
1866 the city consumed nearly 90,000,000 galions of 
wine, beers, etc., about four fifths of the whole 
amount beingin wine. Aleyhulic driaks formed 
little more than one-fortieth of the whole amount 
and this was probabiy, for the most part, ‘‘tnken as 
medicine.’’

PUBLIC LIBRARIES, 

The rapid extension of public libraries is 
doing everything to he|p good taste and sound 
judgment in these matters. And I should 
advise any man or woman to give money, 
time and energy to the building up of the 
library of the neighborhood, rather than to 
build up his own, even if he were only think- 
ing of the advantage of bis own family. Few 
of us can spend two thousand dollars a year 
on books. But almost any village can spend 
two thousand dollars a year on books if the 
leaders of that village, the people who 
will use the books the most, are willing to 
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spend freely and wisely for the village 
library. Now $2 000 is a great deal of money 
in books. It will keep up a supply of the

IN THE ARENA. 

“A la plaza, caballeros!’’ was the cry. 
tlemen, to the arena!’’. We entered, and all 
your readers have read or heard of bull fights 
in a general wiy, I know. Butas not one in 
a thousand bas seen one I purpose describing 
briefly what Isaw. The Reygla arena can seat 
about six thousand persons The priceof en- 
trance was from $3 (Spinisfi) to $2, with $10 
for the boxes on the upper tier. The tiers 
were packed with civilians, military and 
Sailors, smoking, talking, uttering wild 
cries. Happily there were no ladies present 
A rather rusty band was jarring out a med- 
ley of sound. .The tiers of htman beings 
made an animated circle surrounding an 
open ring, around which ran wooden barri- 
‘cades, with here and there a recess for a 
fighter, if close pressed by the bull. The 
president of the games entered, and was 
greeted by a shout of applause from the im- 

atiept throng Thesports were about to begin. 
fe took his seat. <A bugie sounded and the 
march of the fighters into the arena followed. 
The arena was of earth, hard and springy to 
the foot. ‘ 

MARCH OF THE TOREROS, 

An uproar ruse amony the Spectators as two 
by two the picturesque cavalcade entered. 
Two ‘by two they marched—the 
(cape bearers with scarlet capes), banderilleros 
{dartmen with darts), picadoes (the prickers 
on horseback, witnh lances partially blunted), 
matadores or espadas (swordsmen, whose duty 
is to slay the buil at the end), the puntillero 
(witha dagger, his business being to give the 
finishing s roke,if necessary) «and the mulie- 
teros (muleteers, who drag off the carcass of 
the slain animal.) Brave they looked in 
their trappings of silver and gold; their short, 
black velvet jackets, with gaudy decorations; 
their jaun'y Andalusian caps, with knotted 
hair queues banging from: under; their black 
velve: knee breeches and parti-colored hose, 
displaying to advantage their sbapely calves 
A lithe, active set of men they were, notable 
rather for their agile bearingthan forstreng(h 
or weight. A light hand and light hee's as 
well as cool head are needed in a bull fight 
In they marched to the braying of the 
rusty band, each pair in turn ealuting the 
president. Sorry steeds were those of the 
picadores, and they were blindfoided, not to 
see thebull. It wasa gallant show as far as 
it went. The compary of gallant men who 
were to fizht—not man to man as the giadia- 
tors of Rome fought, but a poor beast—sepa- 
rated, divested themselves of their gauay 
cloaks, se'zed their weapous and scarfs to be 
used in the fight and »waited the onset. 

THE BULL, 

A shrill bugle sounaea. It wasthe signal 
for entry of tbe bull. Five thousand throats 
velled themselves horse in a fervor of excite- 
ment. A moment's pause and a sleek, black- 
coated, powerful unimal dashed and snorted 
into the very middie of the arena. A moment 
be stood there, as thongh dazed by the light, 
the crowd and the tumult of voices. Then, 
‘with lowered borns and angry eyes. he made 
a blind rush atthe first bright object he saw. 
It was a red cloak trailed betore 
him by one of the Capia 
dores who leaped lightly aside. Another 
and another crossed him at every turn in be- 
wildering succession. He makes a sudden 
side lunge and acapiador, neat of limb ana 
trim apparel, isduwn. .The bull rushes at 
the prostrate man, but the capiador knows 
his business. He tossesacloak to the ani- 
mal, who paws it. In amoment the others 
draw near and draw the brute’s attention off. 
Another swift 'urn and the bull gores the 
horse of a daring picador. Horse and .man 
£O OVer in a heap and trom the poor horse’s 
flank runs astream of olood. The capiadores 
are swift to work with their cloaks and draw 
the anima! off avain. 

The picador re:sounts and the blinded horse 
is driven in a canter around the arena to take 
his piace #giin at anotber dangerous point. 
The buil aud bis tormentorsare never at rest, 
and a succession of such events takes place 
faster than | can write them down. Another 
lunge and anether horse and rider-are over- 
thrown, and the borns of the bull are bloody 
The same tactics are resorted to to draw off 
the infuriated animal from the prostrate man 
and beast. The bul! careers around the arena. 
the fighters leap overthe barricades or hide 
themselv es behind the recess«s, 

AN ESPADA 'S DANGER, 

The man who was first thrown was one 
of the e-padas, whose office it is to kil the 
bull. He was young and handsome. I tiad 
seen bim lounging in the cafes days be. 
fore, the eenter of an ed ateiones crowd. He 
may have primed himself with drink, or 
he may have been over ambitious and eager 
to distinguish himself. He felt the disgrace 
of bis falt, for, under the circumstances, a 
disgrace it wus, He approached the maddened 
animal as though it were a 
tame cat. In ap instant the cat 
had tossed him. There was an awful stillness 
among the thousands there, for death was 
surely coming toaman. The more cautious 
fighters bad scattered themselves over tbe 
arena, and the buil had the man at his 
mercy. Cloak and power of motion were 
gone. The beast lowered bis head and dashed 
at the prostiate and belpless form. ‘He is 
dead,” said my Spanish friend under his 
breath. I looked with all my eyes, as all pres- 
ent looked. The fellow turned a pale 
face to the animal and a palid smile 
fiickered faintly over his coun 
tenance. He expected the death he had in- 
vited, and the smile said this: “If 1 mustdie 
I will at least die gpame.”’ The bu!l rushed, 
his borns were within three inches of the 
man whom none cruld succor, when by God's 
grace only the animal made a sudden turn 
and sought other foes. ‘‘Fuera, afuera!’’ 
“Get out! go away!” shouted the people to 
the espada. T ey had bed enongh of him 
But ‘the man felt his danger 
and dishonor. One who enters 
an arena to kill a bull sheuld not let 
liimself be tossed twice within about five 
minutes. He nerved himself and redeemed 
himself by doing daring thiugs, touching the 
bull on the forehead in full course and step- 
ping aside. Then came the banderilleros, witb 
their gayly trimmed darts. Their business is 
to entice the buil toward chem, meet him in 
full course and plant theirdartsin bis brawny 
neck. This was well anc safeiy ac complished, 
The barbs pierced, the animal shovk bis 
head and tessed his horns in paia and anger, 
and rushed @t anything or anybody, Again 
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Somernmes a the oy Neier aerate suc 
ceeded in frightening the bull off with the 
shake of his lance. Sometime be saved his 
horse and. himself by a skillful swerve, but 
more often the bull’s borns found the horse's 
flanks, and the blinded animal quivered with 
agony and fright. It was cruel sport. 
THE DEATH. 

When. the bull had been badgered enough 
the espada came out, sword in one band and 
in the a red scarf to wave the buil on, 
that he might deal him the n : ah blow 
With uplitted sword he saluted t president. 
A stalwart, swarthby fellow, square Palas red 
aed: Area of limb, he was evidently a veteran 
at the bus though his years cannot bave 
numbered over thirty The others with their 
cloaks drew the bull this Way and that to- 
ward the espada, who with fixed face and 
steady eye, and sword now uplifted, now 
veiled under the scarf, awaited 
his opportubity ior the mortal 
stroke. At last they came face to 
face, the’ man and the bull. They eyed each 
other a few The buil pawed the 
earth and glared at the object before him. He 
nad a fairfoe at last who shrank not and 
moved not. The man stood fixed as fate, the 
sword low down, hidden by the scarf, and in 
his eye death. Face, body, arm were rigid 
with resolution. The buli seemed positively 
to consider and take inthe situation. An- 
other pawing of the earth, as if to 
feel the ground under 
his hoofs, Then there was at 
wild dash and a black, horned mass burled 
at the man, who stood stillas a statue 
Something flashed in the air. The espada 
le ‘ape d aside. The bull stood transfixed qQuiv- 
ering with as'onishment, feeling something 
in him be had never felt before. Just behind 
that left shou'lde: was tbe handle of a sword 
and two inches of the blade quivering out. 
The rest was buried in the bouy of the ani- 
mal, 

A moment ofsurprise and su ffe ring--who cap 
tell what that moment meant?—and, withthe 
sword buried nearly tothe hilt in him, the 
brave animal dashed again at his foes with 
apparently undiminished strength and spirit. 
The espada approached, and, by a deft move- 
ment, drew out the blade. The neck and 
flanks of the bull was streaming with blood 
and the sweat df azony wason him. A few 
more passes of the scarfs and the mortal foes 
faced each other us before. The bull seemed 
to recognize bis enemy and again paused be- 
fore rushing Herushed. There was another 
gieam-of sumething in the air. It was a mer- 
ciful cruelty One swift lunge and the keen 
blade must thistime have e ie ftthe heart. The 
huge beast fell at the espada’s feet in swift 
and mortalagony. He fell on his back ina 
death quiver, one leg shivering in the air. 
In a moment all was over. Ic. was aclean, 
sure stroke; no surgeon could have given a 
better. The arena, open to heaven, rang with 
tumultuous plaudits, The victor. saluted 
the president. The muleteers entered, and 
the dead cure ass of the beast that had given 
such ‘‘brave sport”? to thousands of Cuhris- 
tians was dragged out ignominiously. I was 
sick of it. i did not gothere for sport. 1 
went tu see this people. 

A SICKENING SPECTACLE 

My Spanish friend prevaiied on me to wait 
and see another. The process Was much as I 
have described, but [I cannot go over the 
loatbsome details The espadaon this occa- 
sion was the young nian whom I have de- 
scribed as comin his death in the 
first fight IJ suppose he was somewhat un- 
nerved, and he bad reason to be. He simply 
butchered the animal to death—but no, 
a butcher is surer and swifter. | 
saw two strokes dealt, At the second 
the beast vomited quantities of blood in the 
middle of the arena, I had seén more than 
enough, and left the place, my Companion 
with me, Outside I neard a shout, whether 
ot derision or of app!ause I cannotssy, The 
bull was slain at last, and that at least Wasa 
coufort. There remained two to be slain. 
I heard afterward that a borse was fairly dis 
embowelled béture the eves of the populace 
avd a man bad‘y injured. [ looked in 
vain for the tami.iar, rueful Don Quix 
ote face and = fizure of our § friend, 
Mr. B-rgh, riding into the arena on his be- 
nevo ent Rosipante to stop the crue! combat, 
Of course | wished to see no man injured, but 
I confess that my personal sympathies were 
first with the biinded horses and secondly 
with the bull. I have seen my first and last 
of so revolting a spectacle, and Lam happy 
to add that many Spaniards and Cubans to 
whom I have since had occasion to speak 
about the matter are wholly of my way of 
thinking. Itisaruderelicof barbarism and 
paganism that must either die out speedily or 
ought to be killed out.

AN OBSERVER'S REMARKS AS TO 
WHAT HE SAW. 


The Results cf Patert Invertive Iogenulity—Some 
Metheds by Wohoie.r People Grow Rich— 
The Stranglers of Paris—Tne Sudden

New YORK, November 16.—‘'There are two sub- 
jects,’’ said a friend of mine, who isa patent law- 
yer, “that have absorbed more brain tissue from 
the heads of inventive geniuses thun would be nec 
essary to outweigh all the gold that has in conse- 
quence been pttinto their pockets. The first of 
these is the coupling of railroad cars. Over two 
hundred patents in a year are issued for these 
hitching dévices. Why so comparatively unimpor- 
tant @ mattershould receive so much attention on 
the part of inventors ismore than I can explain. 
The other greatline of patented iuvention is more 
senfible, though possibly not much more product- 
ive of rewards for genius, for it relates to aids for 
comfortable sleeping. Go to any industrial 
fair and you will see numerous 
novelties, novelties in bedsteads all 
intended toconduce to the luxury of slumber. 
The variety of these exhibits, however, is very small 
compared with the patented articles that never get 
so far from the hands of the inventors as to reach 
the market. Worthlessness and absurdity are two 
reasons Why @ majority of bed inventions fail. 
Sleeping cars are a leading branch of the business, 
of course, and many an excellent improvement is 
never realized because of a monopoly of sleeping 
Car manufacture by two or three companies, who 
naturally are not disposed to discard or extensively 
alter the ccstiy rolling stock now on hand. I know 
of half a dozen ingenious model cars, either of 
which would, in practical use, do away with most 
of the discomforts of night travel. Asarule, they 
give crosswise compartments, by means of 
acorridor at one side of thecar, and have doors 
which effectually seclude the occupant. Butof all 
the plans for economizing space, the man who left 
this office as you came in had evolved the funni- 
est. He had shown mea drawing of a sleeping 
car that he wisned me to get patented forhim. He 
‘houghtit was agood thing, and would hit the 
railroad manager hard, becauseit nearly doubled 
the number of berthsinacar. I saw right away 
that the beds were ridiculously short. I asked 
their length. 

_***Four feet anda half,’ he replied, ‘and that’s 
plenty long euough. A careful investigatien has 
proved top methatthereis realiy no use ina bed 
being as long as the person init. Not one mar in 
fifty eversleeps straightened out, and women in- 
variably draw up their knees so that they don’t re- 
quire more thana fuvur footbed.

In the way of sleeping accommoiations, this 
week's sudden drop of temperature ia thiscity 
has brought to my notice something odd and 
miserable. A cheap lodging house is at 49 For- 
syth street. I accompauied a sanitary inspector 
in his visit. The house is an old fashioned one, 
falling to pleces. A big sign, illuminated at night, 
advertises lodgings ata dime a day ora dollar a 
week. The interior is divided by low board parti- 
tions intotwenty-five cent rooms, and large apart 
ments crowded with ten cent bed. The strange 
feature of the establishment, however. is the use 
made of the yard. Here lodgings are provided 
for half of the lowest price mentioned on the 
transparency. A nickel buys accommodation here. 
The yard is long and narrow. At either side is 
4 row of little shanties, scarcely 
larger than dog kennels, and certainly none too in- 
Viting for an exacting canine taste. A few of the 
best contain iron beds eads, while the rest are 
furnished ovly with piles of straw. The bedding 
does not seem to have been washed within a recent 
period, and this does not indicate neglect of clean- 
linessso much as it does a care for the property, 
since rude contact with a washboard would be sure 
to destroy the tattered blankets. There are sixteen 
of these huts. So I asked the landlord if he got 
many lodgers for them, 

“Spring and fall I do,’’ he replied; ‘‘my business 
is hurt by the parks in hot weather. Some menand 
women hadiather sleep out doors have a 
wholc house to themselves, evenifit’s only five 
cents, when itain’ttoo chilly; and then again in 
blizzard winter weather they seem to think these 
bedrooms ain’t warm enough. All through Octo- 
ber I was crowded every uight, but this coid snap 
makes bad work for me. I didn’t have but three 
yard locgers last night.’’ 

“There seems to be one over there in the corner 
who likes his lodging well enough to sleep late iu 
it,’’ I remarked. 

Agaunt hand had opened. the imakeshiftofa 
door, in a manner showlng that the 
reached out fron: his bed without rising. 

“Oh, he isn’t likely to quit,’’ was the reply, ‘‘until 
he is carried out.”’ 

The poor devil was very ill, conversa- 
tion informed him that my companion was a med- 
icalman. He begged for medicine, and was pro- 
vided with some, though the physician could not 
have prescribed a cure under the conditions of the 
place. A horrible stench was found to come from 
an open sewer, and the man's removal from this 
aggravation of the malady toa charity hospital was 
ordered. 

There is no need in New York of sick persons stay- 
inginany such quarters as those. Toget intoa 
warmed ventilated house, furnished with comfor- 
table, clean beds, nothing but genuine illness is 
necessary. The free hospital accommodations of the 
metropolis @re in actual excess of the demand. Be- 
sides the institutions maintained by public money, 
there are numerous euterprises of denominational 
and personal philanthrophy, and several that.draw 
ample income from the vast appreciation of the 
real estate which they acquired loug ago. All that 
can with sad truth be said against those millionaires

They have been ostensibly 
charging a dollaranda half for an orchestra seat, 
and in reality inereasing the price by meansof 
sham ticket speculators to the utmost that their 
current attracttons would permit. There are eight 
houses in which the best seats are a dollar, but the 
performances have been by travelling combinations 
with pieces that have had runs in the costlier city 
establishments. Butan expe iment has now been 
made on the dollar basis with a new play elabo- 
rately presented. When Booth’s theater was doom 
ed to demolition a firm of variety show- 
men beught the ‘interior at a trifling price, 
compared with its onginal cost,and built a make- 
shift sort of a structure in which to place it, at 
Broadway and Thirty-six:h street. Thus wehavea 
New Park theater, lined with all the gorgeousness 
of Booth’s that coulda be removed and patched out 
as cheaply as possible with such portions as had to 
be new. The plan originally was to de- 
vote the stage to variety, negro minstrelsy and the 
catch-penny forms of the drama, but a bargain was 
g ruck withthe ultra-esthetic management of the 
Madison Square theater to provide fresh and thrill- 
iug melodrama. The scheme was to select from.the 
pieces offered atthe Madison square such blood 
curiling ores ascould not, though excellent in 
their way, be enacted before easily 
shocked audiences. There are, too, numerous per- 
formers at the command of the Madison square, 
owing toits policy of sending out many separate 
companies. Here were the facilities for giving melo- 
drama impressively, and a trial was made with 
‘The Stranglers of Paris.’’ The result is a great 
mouey success,and as forthe artistic side of 
fhe enterprise, it is enough forthe point I am 
making to say that the acting and scenery are alto- 
getheras good as anything we have had in New 
York for many a day. Now, if a dollar will buya 
parquet sitting in Broadway at first rate melo- 
drama, it ought to command an equally good 
amount of comedy, tragedy or comie opera. In 
this conclusive argument lies the menace to the 
other managers. And if they are compelled 
to reduce prices the high and often ri- 
diculous salaries of actors and actresses must Cor- 
respondingly fall. 

As for ‘‘The Stranglers of Paris,’’ itis all that its 
nameimplies. It begins and ends with murder by 
strangulation. Ferhapsyou have read Belot’s nov- 
el, out of which the play is made; but if you have, 
you got nosuch horrible idea of the first of these 
crimes as its enactment here conveys. nor such a 
weak impression as the stage presentment of the 
second one makes. The former is by that ghoulish 
vampire-like, iron-handed choker, Jagon, whom 
Belot made oneof the most nightmare- provoking 
yn.

PALMETTO, Ga., November 16, 1883. — There 
have been few greater successes scored Dy 
Georgians than that which has just been attained by 
an Atlanta man in this little village. Some time 
ago there appeared an interview in THE ConsTITU- 
TION With Mr. E. Van Winkle on the subject of cot- 
ton seéd oil mills. In that interview Mr. Van 
Wi: kle stated that before three months he would 
convinee the people of Georgia that it was possible 
to put an oil mill in every town in the state re- 
ceiying not more than four thousand bales of cot: 
ton, and then not use more than half the seed, in 
the meantime making the mill pay handsomely. 
This he has now demonstrated, and his brilliant 
success will be the subject of thisletter. He has ac. 
complished a work which bids fairto do as much 
for the commonwealth as anything ever done by 
any man in the state. 

The great trouble with the cotton seed oil mills 
heretofore has been that they were beyend the 
reach of any but corporations, or men of large 
means. Mr. Van Winkle 

HAS OVERCOME THIS DIFFICULTY, 
and the problem of having these mills in every 
community is no longer difficult to solve. Indeed, 
itis already worked but plainly enough to satisfy 
the most credulous. 

Messrs. McBside & Lyndon, residents of Palmetto, 
conciuded, some monthsago, to attempta small oil 
mill, and gave the order formachinery to Van Win- 
kle & Co., of Atlanta. It was for the purpose of ex- 
amining into the merits of this mill that I came 
here in company with the builder to-day. The mill 
isa small frame structure, two stories high, with 
an asbestos roof, being about forty by 
eighty feet in size, At present there 
are on] tw oil presses running 
with a daily capacity of about 370 gallons of oil. 
Before giving the most interestiug feature.of my 
visit, that is, the results already attainedin a finan- 
cial point of view, it will be well to give a short 
description of the process of making the oil direct 
from the seed. 

DESCRIPTION OF THE PROCESS. 

Some distance from the oil mill, there is a gin- 
nery, connected by a rope belt some 200 or more 
feetin length, Which runs the machinery.

EVBNTS IN THSR LIFE OF A RE- 
MARKABLE MAN. 


His S*péeration {rom His Wife—Seitling Up His 
Affal a in Tennessee and Jol-irg he Red Men— 
Marriage With an Ia‘tsn Maiden— 

His Re ura to Civi.fg.tior. 


J, M. Williams, in November Magazine of Ameri- 
can History, 

In april, 1829, Samuel Houston, then 36 
years of age, in the full flush of personal pop- 
ularity and political success, surprised the 
people of the United States by resigning the 
office of governor of Tennessee, which he had 
held for two years, by a letterof dignified 
stateliness, assigning as a reason an exigency 
in his personal affairs which he did not de- 
scribe. What was the cause of this abandon- 
ment of a successful and promising career has 
never been definitely discovered. Houston 
never revealed it, so far as is known, even to 
his most intimate friends, and conjecture was 
left to invent various sensational and ro- 
mantic stories. He had been married three 
months previously, and the most current ro- 
mance was that-his wife confessed in a mo- 


ment of despair or irritation that she had 
never loved bim and that her affections were 
still engrossed by another. Such a biow 
might have been sufficient te have unhinged 
an ardent and passionate nature like that of 
Housion, never remarkable for self-ceutrol, 
and it is also impossible, although it might 
be considered more extraordimary that a long- 
ing for the savage life such as he had expe- 
rienced during his youth had become irre- 
sistible, and thatno price was too heavy to 
pay for its indulgence. 

There is no instance of quite so conspicn- 
ous an

and honor tiom the motive, but there bave 
been many, even to this day, in which per- 
sons of intelligence and station have aban- 
doned ajl the hopes of a successful career and 
the charms of civilized society from an irre- 
sistibie impu!se to live with the chiidren of 
nature and indulge their primitive instincts, 
Houston bad shown a stropg bent in this di- 
rection throughout his whole life. When a 
mere jad he bad left bis mother’s cabin in 
the mountains of Tennessee and. lived for 
five years with his friends and neigh the 
Cherokees, learned their language, which is 
so difficult that no adult person is. said to 
hove ever acquired it, and thoroughly ado, t- 
ed their ways and customs. ‘Tradition 
says that he had been adopted 
into the family of a chief, and at any rate his 


‘courage, aclivily, and companionable quali 


ties made bim a tavorite as well as a toierat 

resident of the tribe. After he bad left them 
and returned tocivilization, in his early map 
hood,.be sbared a campaign with them, a 
copsiderabie feree of Cuherukees acting as a! 
lies to Jackson's army in the Creek war, ao 

they had seen his acts of desperate valor in 
the charge upon the Jast lastbess of the dk 
| Horse 
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the Arkansas. After a losug and labdvrious 
voyage upthe river he finally ached the 
muuth of the Bayou Lliinois, a smail stream 
flowing into it about thirty miles below Fort 
Here was situated the oryvinal 
town and. council house ot the tribe, and here 
was the home vot bis triend, thie 
chief, known Dy the Kozglish name of 
Jolly. 

He took up his abode with the chief, put- 
ting onthe Incian dress and adopting all 
theirbabits and manners. Living witnesses 
among the Cherokees have seen the oid chiel 
and Houston seated on the earthen floor of 
the cabin by the wooden trvugh of ka-nau ha- 
na, hominy cooked to the consistency of 
paste, which always stood in the center, and 
feeding each otber in the aboriginal fashion 
of frieudiiness with the common spoon; and, 
aithough assumitg too much dignity for the 
ball plays and sporis, he took part in all the 
occupations Of hunting and fishing, and was 
Lo 
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ALL INTENTS AND PURPOSES, 

a Cherokee brave. Huusion nad more than 
one natural characteristic of the Indian be- 
sides bis fondness for wild ‘life, and particu- 
larly shared their fondness for barbaric dis- 
play aud theatrical effect. He may have been as 
cureless and slatternly as they when loung: 
ing about the cabin or on ordinary occasiuns, 
butat the council or any gathering of the 
tribe he arrayed himseif in all the pictu- 
resque habit of the Indian brave. The Cher- 
okees did not paint themselves like their 
neighbors, the Osages, and the other plain 
Indians, but maintained at this period their 
barbaric dress of buckskin hunting-sbirt, 
leggings and moccasins, and adorned their 
locks With the feathers of the eagle and the 
wid turkey. On occasions of state Houston 
arrayed himselt with ihe best. He has been 
described as wearing in full dress. a white 
hunting-sbirt brilliantly emoroidered, yellow 
leygings and moccasins elaborately worked 
With beads,and a circiet of turke feathers 
for bis head. He let bis hair grow and braid- 
ed it in a long queue, and Wure bis beard up 
ov his cin ip a “*guoatee,’’ shaving the rest of 
his face. The Indians are very quick to ridi- 
cule any tricks of ways and mauners, and 
Houston’s theatrical dignity and splendor did 
hot escape their satire. On one occasion, at 
&councli meeting, they arrayed a negroin a 
caricature of his aitire auu sialivned bim be- 
hind his seat, where he imitated his pose and 
manner, to the great gieeof the assembly. 
Houston bore the presence of- his imitator 
with a shrewd indifference, and the joke was 
not repeated. 

Houston remained an inmate of the cabin 
of his friend, Jobn Joily, for more than a 
year, and was regarded as bis adopted son. It 
was here that he feil in love with a Cherokee 
woman named Tyenia Rogers, She was a 
half-breed of great personal beauty, and as 
tali and stately for her sex as Houston him 
self. With her he took up as his wife, and 
removed to the west of the Grand river, oppo- 
site Fort Gibson, where he made a clearing, 
which still remains, and erected a log cabin, 
which was burnt «uring the war. He main- 
tained himself by keeping a small trading 
store, and, as usual, after the Indian fashion. 
by a little slatternly farming and careless 
stock raising. He was not more ambitious or 
industrious than his Indian associates, and at 
this period his habits reached their lowest 
point of self-indulgence. It was not to be 
supposed that his better instincts and capa- 
bilities could always remain content with the 
narrow interests and 

| EGRADING HABITS OF SAVAGES, 

however strung the barbaric elements in his 
nature, or however severe the blow that bad 
rendered civilized life fora time intolerable 
to him. The thoughts of the possibilities of 
his abandoned career must have obtruded 
themselves upon him with more and more 
persistent regret, and the degradation and 
failure of .is life been felt with keener 
poignancy as the years went by. 

To the unhappiness and degradation of this 
life therecame a hope of relief and re- 
demption in the news-of the stirring of 
national life in Texas, and the combined 
eagerness for the foundation of a new empire 
and of resistance to a degrading domination 
among its American settiers. All the ad- 
venturous spirits of the border were. attracted 


by the scent of warfare and the hope of for- 


tune, and asmall party was formed of the 
the Inuian _ territory. 
Houston joined this, and naturally became 
the leader, although he was so poor at the 
time that he bad to take his departure ona 
small pony unfit tocarry bis weight, which 
was finally exchanged by the good will of one 
of nis associates for a more presentable horse 
He did not at once conquer ‘4% feeling of

degradation and hopelessless, but remained 
forsome time with a small settlement of 
Cherokees upon the Red river before going 
forward to Texas. Perhaps deprived of the 
opportunity for indulgence, his manly qual- 
ities strengthened themselves, or the newsof 
the 1mminence of tbe struggle with Mexico 
stillfurther firec his spirit, and he finished 
his journey with such results as are familiar 
to bistory. 

That bé sincerely loved bis Indian wife is 
made evident by the fact that when he had 
established himse!f and won fame and honor 
in Texas, he sent for ber to join him, but she 
refused to leave her people and familiar life, 
and died in a few years in the home which 
he had made. He left 

Nu INDIAN CHILDREN, 
but the family uf his wite was a large and 
notable one, and bis nephews and nieces are 
numerous in the tribe, some of them distin- 
guished by their influence and intelligence, 
To his credit Houston never forgot bis friend- 
ship with the Cherokees or eadeavored to ig- 
nore his hfe among’ them. After his 
election to the United States senate he 
was fervent in advucating their ipterests 
and in defending them from injustice. Not 
only as the special champion of this tribe 
but in an intelligeot understa ding of the 
Indian qaestion, and the wisdom as well as, 
the jusuce Of honesty and consideration, he 
was tur beyond the majority of the public 
men of his time, and particularly of the 
spirit of border greed and pr judice, which is 
by no means yetextinct. Like some of the 
army officers who had shared their tears and 
learned to admire their bravery and faithful- 
ness, he was the friend of the Indians from 
sympathy «as well as a sense of up 
righiness and honor, and respected their 
barbaric virtues as he understood the ele- 
ments of their character. His rooms were 
always open to the Cherokee delegations 
when tBey arrived in Washington, and he 
wastheir triendiy companion as well as the 
sharer of their councils and their advocate at 
the ludian bureau and on the floor of con- 
gress. His regards were paid with lasting 
reverence. He basa peculiar place in the 
remembrance and tradition of the Cherokee 
people as their faithful and po- erful friend, 
and bis name is perpetuated as an honorable 
pa'ronymic in the younger generations, like 
that of William Penn.

Should Peuf-Mutes Murry? 

NEW HAVEN, November 15.—At the convention 
of scientists to day AleXander Graham Bell, refer- 
ring to deaf mutes said: “We are now getting 
children in our institutions whose grandfathers 
were deaf mutes like themselves, A little over 82 
per cent of deaf-mutes marry deaf-mutes, 
but the statistics do pot show whether these 
marriages are b-tween congeuitally deaf-mutes. 
Of 22472 deaf-mutes reported in the cen- 
sus Of 1880, about half were congenitally deaf.’’ 
The speaker gave some factsin connéction with 
the American asylum at Hartford. At first the 
children were of parentages where only one parent 
was deaf. For ten or fifteen years deaf-mutes were 
afraid of marrying deai-mutcs for fear of trausmit- 
ting deafness to their offsp:iatg but as the children 
graduated this fear gradually subsided wheu they 
found that deaf. mutes cou/d marry aud not be sure 
that theirchildren would be deaf.

THE NEW RAILROAD TIME STAND- 
ARD GOES INTO BFFS&CT. 


Watches end Cloeks Drop Back—I'wenty-Two Mins 
utes Taken off of 1t\-mts Time—Tne Cl-y Clocks 
Chamged— How the Balireads are B-cted 
—A New Scnoeme for Time. 


For the first time in her history Atlanta is set back 
this morning. 

By the operations of the new time standard agreed 
upon by the late time convention the official time 
of Atlantais put back this morning 22 minutes 
The sun rises twenty-two minutes earlier than the 
watches say anithe public clocks last night were 
Officially turned back 22 minutes, so as to conform 
to the eastern standard of time. 

WHAT IT ALL MEANS. 

About one mouth ago, in New York, a national 
time convention was held, the object of which was 
to provide standards of time independent of local 
calculations by which trains could be run. The 
United States and Canada were divided into four 
grand divisions.- That portion of the country on 
the 75th meridian is called the easvern staudard; 
thaten the 90:h meridian, the central standard; 
that on the 105th meridian, the mountain standard 
and that ou-the 120th meridian, the Pacific stand- 
ard. 


The eastern standard extends northward as far 
as Quebec and Bangor and reaches wes rd to De- 
troit, Columbus, Ouio, Barbersviile, West Virgittma,; 
it comes south as far as Bristol, and 
Ashviile, N. C., aud erosses the Aic-Line railroad 
at Seneca City. Iltthen reaches to Augusta and 
Charleston, Augusta, 

Atlanta tim: being onjihe bouudary of the eastern 
and central standard, 

Tne central staudard extends as far north as De- 
troitand as far sOuthas Key West. It reaches lo 
North Platte iu the west aud to Browuville, Cexas, 
in the svuthwest and includes svt. Louis, Chicago, 
Louisy.lie, Viuciuuati, Al aut, Savaunal, and ail 
tows within the boundary. 

The moutain staudaird extends from the west- 
ern bouudary of the easteru and Central standard 
to Helena, Moutana, Ogdeu, Uuah, aod Yuma, Cal- 
fornix. The racific staudard tuciudes the Pacific 
slope.

| THE NEW CONGRESS. 


A PEN-PICTURE OF THB NEW 


HOUSE 


Who Will b?> in itand Who Have been Left at Home— 
The Sectional Divielon of the Democratic Ma- 
jeri.y—Ioteresting Reminescences and 
Contraste— The Crowded Hall. 


From the New York Herald. 

WASHINGTON, November 15.—If all the members- 
elect of the house of representatives were in their 
seats on the first Monday in December, when Clerk 
McPherson calls the roll, 325 members and eight 
terriiorial delegates would answer to their names. 
But they will not all be there. Some will be de- 
tained at home by business matters, some by sick 
ness, & few by reason of promotion to higher honors 
—such as Mr. George D, Robinson, of Chicopee, the 
next governer of Massachusetts: Mr. John Paul, of 
the seventh Virginia district, appointed United 
States district judge, and Mr. John E. Kenna, 
of the third West Virginia district, who has, 
since his election, been chosen United States sena- 
atoras successor of Mr. Henry G. Davis. The lat- 
ter vacuncy, however, bas been filled by the elec- 
tion of Mr. Snyder. The governor of Virginia has 
refused tu call aspecial election to fill Mr. Paul’s 
seat. When Governor Butler gets the official re- 
turns declaring Mr. Robinson elected governor, he 
Will probably cail a special election in the twelfth 
Massachusetts district to fill the vacaucy, unless 
Mr. Robinson should in advance tender his resig- 
nation as memberelect of the forty-eighth con. 
gress. 

The existing vacancy in the first North Carolina 
district, caused by the death of Mr. Walter R. Pool 
will be filled by special election on the 20th inst., 
while the other vacancies from the same cause in 
lowa and Louisiana have already beer filled. There 
is but one vacant Seat by reason of a contested elec- 
jiou, and that is the Second Mississippi district, 
the contestants being Messrs, Chalmers and Man 
ning, and Mr. Clerk McPoerson will leave the ques 
tion which of the two is entiulled prima facie to the 
seatto the house. Then, again, the republicans, 
being in the minority, need not hasten to Wash 
ington tnis year, as they did two years ago, to make 
up a bare majority and organize the house. Butit 
is tO be yresumed the democratic memb rs wil! be 
here in force, for the issues in the selection of a 
speaker are almost as well defined as though they 
represented two parties—oune for tariff and one for 
anti-tariff legislation. 

SECTI sNAL DIVISION OF THE MAJORITY. 

Of the 195 members of thé majority 99 are from 
the southern states, as follows: Alabama 5, Ar- 
kansas 5, Delaware 1, Florida 1, Georgia 10, Ken- 
tucky 9, Louisiana 5, Maryland 4, Mississippi 5, 
Missouri i4, North Caroliua 6, South Carolina 6, 
rennessee 8, Texas 10, Virginia 4, and West Vir- 
givnia 3, The remainder (96) are from northern and 
western states, as follows: California 6, Connec- 
ticut 3, Illinois 9, Indiana 9, lowa 4, Massachusetts 
3, Michigan 6, evadal, New Jersey 3, New York 
22, Jbio 13, Pennsylvania 12, and Wisconsin 6, 

The term ‘Southern states’? has heretofore 
been understood to include all the old slave s'xtes. 
O:herwise Missouri would properly be Claussed 
among the western states, a distinction which may 
not appear of any moment, but which in the com- 
ing contest for clerkship of the house has a very 
important bearing. To illustrate: Mr. John B 
Clarke Jr, of Missouri, is a candidate for the office, 
and sois Mr. J D C. Atkius, of Tennessee, and Mr. 
Ek L Martin,«f Delaware—all members of the last 
cougress. Now, Mr, Carlisle,“ of Kentucky, is a 
strong (if not the strongesi) eand:date for speaker 
among thesouthern members. The candidates for 
doorkeeper and postmaster are all, with one excep 
tion, perhaps, from touthern states. there rema ns 
only the office of serge ant-at-arms, for which the 
contestanutsare all vorthern men. and, howeverim- 
ports ntit may be as an office is not the slightest 
patronage connected with 't requires a very 
large boud,and heincumlLenut must necessarily 
select the few subordfnates who are to handle his 
ca h and keep his books and acconnts. Now, it 
will be seen that if Mr. Carlisle shouid be elected 
speaker and Mr. Clark clerk of the house, the oflice 
of doorkeeperand portmaster may also go to south 
ern candidaies. Tochange tbe old order of things 
and relieve Mr. Carlisle of what might appear to be 
an embarrassmentin the contest for speakership 
it has been decided to class Missouri as a western 
stute—to take it out of the old ec tegory—while two 
influeutial caudidates from northern and western 
states have entered the race for postmaster of the 
honse, and soa uew crder of things has been 
brought about to divide the honors without putting 
tou much stress Upov geographical! divisions. 

The forty-fourth congress organized with Speaker 
M.C. Kerr, from New Albany, Ind.: clerk, Mr. 
George M Adams, from just across the Ohio river 
in Ky ,and a dvork eper, postmaster and chap 
lain all from southern States, leaving the sergeant- 
atarms, fur Obio. The death of Mr. Kerr made 
Mr Randall, of Pennsylvania, speaker, but at each 
succeeding organization of the house the old off- 
Cers were re'ained or heir places filled with candi- 
datesfrom the south. Yet, after all calculations, 
the combinations Which the friends of the several 
candidates may now have made may bechanged a 
day before the meeting of the caucus, which is us- 
ually held on theSaturday preceeding the assem- 
bling of copgress, 

CHANGES IN THE HALL OF THE HOUSE. 

The return of the gavel andthe mace toa dem- 
ocratic majority will, under the new census ap- 
portionment, witness a different scene than was 


presented wh n Mr. Speaker Blaine calledjthe forty- 
third congress to order the fiis Monday in Decem- 
ber teu years ago. He had been speaker ofthe 
previous house, when the members sat in great 
arm chairs, with a desk likea litue fortress in front 
of each of the 242 members. Mr. Blaine, who in 
earlier years bad been a schoolmaster, knew the 
advantage of keeping whispering children apart if 
good orderwas to be maintained. It h d been 
comparatively an easy task, with his vigor and 
firmness, to maintaiu good orderiu the house dur 
ing the forty-first and forty-econd congresses 
The width of space separating mMmemovers 
Gid not make it Casy for the rest- 
lesS Olles to carry on copve’sation in 
their seats, When the new apportionment added 
tif'y more seats to the floorit became lmecessary to 
remove the massive Cbairs a: d desks und substiinte 
light eane Chairs and sle:.der desks for the old ones, 
to narrow the ais.es leading to the different :ows of 
seals, aud ovcccupy every available inch of space 
in order to accommodate the increased member 
ship. Ifit Wwasamatter of crowding ten years ago, 
what willit be in the next bouse, wbhen the mem 
bership is thirty-three larger than in 873 The 
crowding, of course, has been accomplished by the 
same process Of reducing the size of the desks, put 
ting th mstill closer together udding a new row to 
the outercircle and squeezing in seats where before 
there we e narrow, Vers narrow wisies for access 
and exit. The resultis that the member to whose 
lotehall falla seatiu the middle of a row will fin 
himself as much crmbarrassed, if he 
wishes to leave it, as one does who is 
hemmed in the middle seat of a longrow ata place 
ofamusemetn', It wassucha situation of affairs 
which mae Speaker Bl ine entreat thefmembers of 
tne for:y-third cov gress .o aid him iu keeping 
order by sefraining from conversation in their 
seats, and to Move about as noiselessly as possible. 
Woothat remembers hisexhaustirng laborof de 
manding order with his ivory gavel until the top of 
his desk was literally hammered into splinte s, 
willenvy theduties of the Speaker of the next 
house, with its still greater number of members? 
It finally became necessary in a subsequent con- 
gress toadoptarule, wnich has evcr since been 
rigidily euforced, excluding everybody from the 
fl.or but the members and officers of the house. 
What the s; etker of the next congress will have to 
endure with the 333 members aud delegates in their 
seats remuins to bechronicied., 
PERSONNEL OF THE HOUSE. 


But increased membership is nut che only feature 
of the next house. Maine will be there with it$ 
delegation cut down one member. So will New 
Hampshire and Vermont, Massachusetts with an 
increase of one. New York and Penosylvania will 
have each one more than under the old representa- 


tion. Of the southern states, Arkansas has increased 
two; Georgia, Kentucky, Mi-sissippi, Missouri, 
North and South Carolina, Vireinia and Wes’ Vir 
ginia, one each. Texas has advanced from six to 
eieven members, Some of the western s'a es, also, 
have increased their membership—Illi. ois, Uhio 
avd Wisconsin, oue each; California, lowa, 
Vicbigan, Miun sota and Nebraska, two each, and 
Kansas four. The personnel of the house will be 
very much changed. Maine is solidly republican. 
Muren and Laid, the greenback dem crats, drop 
out of the delegation; Vermont revives the venera- 
ble Luke Poland, with his old congressional record, 
sepulcural voice, blue coat and brass buttons 
Massachusetts has dropped Crapo, Harrisand Nor- 
cross, three old mem»ers of the delegation, and has 
added Patrick A Coilins, of Irish unity memory 
aud Henry B. Lovering to keep compsny with Leo- 
pold Mwrse, so long the lone democraic represen ta- 
tive from the old bDaystate. Connecticut has re- 
versed its political faith, and sends three democrats 
and one republicanin place of one democrat and 
three rm publicans. The familiar face of ex-Senator 
W W Enon will be there with the equally famil- 
iar presence of ol! Johu T. Wait, of Norwich, who 
has gro#n gray in Coneressional harness. 

New York adds Geueral SlLeum to its list and 
agnin returns the corpulent Nick Muller. with 
Dor-heimer and the Veterans Cox, Hewitt and 
Hutchinsin the New York ci y list; with Perry 
Helmont, old Richelieu Robiuson and D. R 
James to take Care o the first three districts. The 
zal of Archie Bliss for larve riverand harbor ap- 
propriations will be missed, aud so wil! Walter A. 
Wood, General John Hammond, J. W Dwight and 
Richard Crowley, all familiar faces in previous con- 
grees, Low crowded out by the large democratic 
gain from New York state. But Frank Hiscock re- 


mains to ask the honor of a complimentary vote of 
his party fur speaker instead of K:iter or Kasson, 
which may serve asan indorsement for their sena- 
torial race, lustead of Senator Lapham, The New

Let me tell 
you: In allmy experience I have never seena 
single Durham calf born of good parents 
Tennessee that did not grow up inferior to its par- 
ents. Inever knew one exception to this rule. I 
see they are importing Durhams largely into Missis- 
sippi now, and that there are Durham and Holstein

‘*The liberality of my purchases and the scale on 
which | was breeding attracted general attention, 
and Dr. Bachman, of Charleston, urged me to try 
the Brahmin cattle—the sacred bulls of India— 
holding that they would thrive in our 
climate. I then went into the 
Brahmins, paying $1,000 in gold and expenses 
of importation for a bul}, carefully selected. My 
firstimportation cost me $3,505 in gold. They did 
excellently, and I thoughtI had solved the prob- 
lem. They made fine beef cattle—wonderful—and 
were extraordinary milkers. I had one , Brahmin 
cow that yielded 36 quartsof milk per day. I 
travelled with herto the fairand took premiums 
everywhere. ButI discovered thatthe milk lacked 
butter-making quality. Like the;Holsteins and all 
Dutch cattle, where milk or cheese is the @esidera- 
tum, there was marvellous flow of milk, but small

AN IMPORTANT TOWN BUILDING 
ENTERPRISES. 


Atiante’«Surpius E iergies Tur. din a New Direction 
—Tas Proposed City of Shefhi :id—A City That 
Will Rival An: iston and Birminonghsem— 

The Organiza ioa end Oprnisg Work. 


Messrs. Walter and Eugene Gordon have organ- 
ized a company for the purpose of founding a new 
City. 

The projected city is called Sheffield, and is loca- 
ted near Florence, Ala., at the 
on the Tennessee river. 

HOW THE PROJECT STARTED. 

As is Well knowa the Messrs Walter and Eugene 
Gordon,two members of the original ashsennd 6 and 
Danville syndicate, sold holdings at the 
high-water mark. They cleared nearly $200,000 
each iu hard cash and retired from the corporation, 
selling at 160. 

Since that time they have been engaged i 
road operations in the west, projecting and bui 
ing an extensive system of narrow gauge roads, 
They are now at work ou on a link of 51 
tween Clarkesville, Tenn , and Princeton, ; 
have a force of severa! hundred hands grading 
layiug crossties. Ia making their surveys they 
attracted toa hich bluff just below Muscle 
on the Tennessee river. The bluff rises one 
hundred to oue hundred dnd fifty feet the 
river, which is about a half mile wide at that poin 
A level plateau of about 3,060 ac res streiches aloug 
this bluff, with deep ravines cut here and there, 
through which the high shed d into 
Tiver. Back of Uiis about twenty mies lie the rich- 
est of irou beds, that are in turu flauked by exten- 
sive coal fieids. Near by is the flourishing 
town of Tuscumbia, and across the river the town of 
Florence. For miles around isoae of the ri 
agricultural sections of the southand a heavy Um 
ber regiou. The Memphis aud Charieston railroad 
runs back ofthe blutf, aud steamers 
between this point and st. L 
new steamers are being built to ply the river, and 
will be put on this winter. 

To the casual observer this site otfered a fine lo- 
cation fora grceatcity.

They 
returned home, made‘their report, and in 
less than twenty-four hours all the stock aliotted

“How is that?’’ 

“Well, lam the inventor ofa litue thing which 
makes the modus operandi very simple, and which 
enables a boy or man who uever saw inside of a 
foundry, to.come right here and go to work with- 
Out any experience and turn out as good werk as 
au old hand at the business. It is known as the 
moulders jointless plaie, intended especially for 
foundrymen. The object of _ this in- 
vention,’’ continued Mr. Withera, is 
to facilitate the operation of casting by improv- 
ing the meang for producing the matrixin two-part 
molding. 

In the ordinary method of skilled labor, great 
Care and a consequent amount of time are required 
to produce a perfect mo/d from a pattern of sim- 
plest kind, but by the employment of this inven 
tion the matrix may be rapidly and more correcuy 
obtained. To secure the results, I employ whatl 
term a ‘‘jointless plate,’’ in combination with either 
the original patiern or one similar thereto of 
metal. 

In preparing molds for casting by the ordinary 
method, a skillful hand is needed to draw the pat- 
tern, and more or less wetting and tapping are nec- 
essary tocfiect a good result, thereby the accuracy 
of the mold is to some degree impaired. 

By the use of my invention the entire operation 
may be performed not only more rapidly, but gy 
unskilled labor, for reasons which will be manifest 
to those familiar with the art, and a consequent 
saving of time and expense istheresult. The plate 
is made of durable material and will last for ages, 
and any article can be made that hasa steep joint 
by simply lifting up the plate with the cope from 
pattern. 

Inexperienced hands can ram the drag or cope 
Without interferi: g with each other. Une hand 
Can ram up the drag, turn over, move plate and 
scope from drag; the other handcan ram up the 
cope and get it ready while the first hand is draw- 
ing pattern out of drag and finishing. The work 
can be more rapidly facilitated by having a dupli- 
cate plate forcope ordrag Thus it will readily be 
seen that this jointless plate will do away with fel- 
low boards, thereby saving great expenee. Another 
advantage is, that it does away with parting sand, 
and when an inexperienced hand is ramming cope 
he cannot disfigure the in drag, which is 
often the casein the old way. Anether advantage 
is, that you can either worka patiern fast or loose 
aud not lose anything by shrinkage of pattern 
when plate is made. Another great fact to be con- 
sidered, that when a perfeot jointiess plate is ob- 
tained all castings are turned out more rapidly 
and so accurate that scarc.iy filing need t 
done. 

Finally, it tonqhes the pocket nerve, as 
perienced molder will see, by saving from 
per cent. 

Lastly, and yet most important, by having the 
control of this jointless plate proprietors will be 
perfectly independent of any disturbance arising 
from strikes, as unskilled labor can be substituted 
ai once.

“Are you introducing it irto many foundries?”’ 

“Oh, yes. See these letters from the Lithegow 
Manufacturing company, the largest iron works in 
Louisville.’’ The reporter read as follows: 

LOUISVILLE, November 6, 1888 —We have very care- 
fully examined and experimented with Mr. With- 
ers’s jointiess plate for molding, aud we do not hes 

tate in saying that we believe it isa greatimprove 
ment, and that it will soon come to be 
generally used in making all small work. 
Its use will gre&tly reduce the price of mould 
ing and what is fully as important, it enables an 
inexperienced moulder to dothe work of an ex. 
pert. We do not hesitate in suggesting that tt wil! 
pay any foundry man to 100k closely ixto its 
merits, and to express the belief that such investi- 
gation will resultia itsadoption. This company 
is now making plates and expect soon to haveit 
in general use throughout its shops.”’ 

This certainly 1s a strong indorsement, and 

speaksforitself. Itisa compliment to Mr. Witb- 
ers and to Atlanta. THE CONSTITUTION man 
searned further before quiting the foundry yester- 
day, that in window weights alone they make over 
300,000 pounds yearly. Toney also make any variety 
of castings, fences, crestings, etc., aud supply the 
wholesale trade of the city in the weights and 
vrates. They work about thirty hands, and the 
increase in the size of the foundry which they have 
been compelled to Make, will soon necessitate 
the employment of fifty hands, The business 
has greatly increased of late, andit isa pleasure 
to note that when Mr. Withers commenced just 
after the war, he used scrap iron made of old 
stoves, grapeshot and cannon balis, picked up 
around Atlanta. He then made fire irons that 
gold at $1,00 per pair. He vow sells the 
same kind at twenty-five cents. The firm does 
a good thing in repairing damaged stoves for the 
dealers here, and make this a prominent feature of 
their business. As the building is in the center of 
town it is convenient. Beck, Gregg & Co., T. M. 
Clark, A. P. Stewart, Hunnicutt & Bellingrath and 
others are constant patrons of the goods turned out 
Altogether the outlook is good for the foundry and 
their business promises well, with a cupola of a 
daily capacity of 8 000 pounds of iron.

The second part of the programme opened with 
Ferdinand Hiller’s magniticent concerto in F, sharp 
major. for piano and full orchestra. It is one of the 
finest concertos ever written and abouvds in so 
many intricate passages that only pi- 
anisis of the highest Virtuosily ever 
attempt to playit. This is the third tim: it has 
been played in America. Ye was first played at 
Philadelptia in 1877 by Barili, and the second 
time by Madame Schiller, at Steinway ballin New 
York, last year. There are three movements, but 
only two were given last night—the anudante ex 
pressione and the finale. Both movements were 
wonderfully played; no living pianist could have 
improved upon Barili’s rendering, and the audi- 
ence was wild with «nthusiasm. 

Professor Barili is a remarkable pianist. We 
must ieok to the mechanics, the aestheues, and the 
morale of a performer to criticise him intelligently. 
If he f failsin either, his sum totalis vot good, al- 

. though his methed may prisent sme features «f 
great excellence, more instructive than his 
eneral performance may be attraetive. 
n all these features Barili stands 
among the first. Yousee him sitting before the pi 
ane aud executing the most difficult passages, with 
@ minimum of bodily Motion, no part rigid, no 
part lax, and you couclude that every muscular 
fibre and its attendaut nerve fibre is busy, anu so 
itis. You observe that his fiogersscarcely leave 
the keys while impressing upon them a force which 
com pels them to ring out their juliest powerinu nis 
emphatic passages and you rightly conclude that 
there is a relation between the forve delivered by 
almost imperceptible movemen's and the st>te of 
distributed tension that engagesevery partof ‘he 
muscularand nervous system. Sothere is, forhe is 
faithfully complying with the law ucder waoicu ii 
is amie to obtain and apply as) ntnesisof ali the 
powers that go to make up the man. Triscertainly 
constitutes potential genius in the direction of phy- 
ical effort, and if connected with the speviai -Kill of 
a partioular art, becomes practical genius of that 
order. Barili illustrates the fact that a well dis 
wibated state of higu tension not only furuishes 
the means of applying the largest amount of mus- 
cular power, but thatit carries Consequences still 
more -important in an aesthetic point of 
yiew The nervous sysiem acts best when it 
Acts asa woole. What we call soul iu artis au ef- 
fect that only result! when the creative mind is 
activein all parts. The nervous system is the me- 
chani.al reflex of the mind. The mind acis 
through and by it. It must be paralyzed in order 
to become the ureful o gan of the mind. 
The nervous system distributes force and cou- 
centratesit. Itis when every fibre of the nervous 
syst m is vitalized thatthe mind is enthroned aud 
enabled to put fo:th i's glorious poweis These 
principies wiil account for tne vivid aud thri ling 
effect produced by Barili’s touch. Thestate of the 
performer tends to reproduce itself on the sympa- 
thetic listcver. Give youself upto Bariii’s music, 
euch as he gave usin this sublime work of Hilier's, 
aud after a jong sitting there is Lo physica Iaugue 
on the part of ‘he jitever. The strain upon oue 
has been so equally distribuud that its effect is 
restful, The sensibility of tne foot is material to 
‘the best use of the piauo, as well as thatef the 
haud. Barili illustrates what may be accomplished 
by this means, The effect he produces by the 
separate and conjoint use of the pedals is 
worthy of close study, expecially wheo observed iu 
connection with the skill by which he prevents the 
open pedal frow exerting a controlling lnfluence ou 
the volume of round, thus limiting i! to Me persis 
tenceand qualit, of tone. The lutimate Mauuer 
in which the effects produced by big fivgers aud

‘Funerals were conducted differently then, 
i presume. - 

‘There was a city sexton appointed by the 
common council, who bad the general man 
agement offunerals. He was required to 
pay a license and give bonds for the faithful 
performance of his duty. That isa very old 
law, and by the way, itisinforcenow We 
are also obliged to pay a license of $50 per 
vear and give the same bond the old tash- 
ioned sexton gave. Each church usually 
had asexton ofits own. There were many 
unnecessarily unpleasant things connected 

with those o!d fashioned funerals, which ad- 
ded Lew terror to death. Tne modern meth- 
ods haue a tendency to soften many of these 
barsh details. Either the sexion cf the 
ehurch or the city sexton took char; ge of the 
funeral in a crude, and often almost unfeel- 
ing way.’’ 

‘What about those hideous, mumpy-shap- 
ed metalic coffins?’ 

“You have named them rightly. Those 
ojd-fashioned metalics were made to imitate 
the shape of the mummy-case and were 
miade very heavy. They have almost entire- 
ly gone out of use. In many western cities 
they used to have a law that remains could 
not be sent treet the city without being 
inclosed in one of those cases, no matter 

what the cause of death was. Modern meth- 
“ea of caring for bodies have modified these 
requirements very much. Metalic caskets are 
not very much used inthe eastern states 
now, although they are still common in the 
westand h, Toey are maie in many dif- 
ferent styles.”’ :

‘Instead of the uniformly plain box made 
with a single bend, caskets are now made in 
the most elaborate styles. Some of them are 
covered with the finest cloth and silver 
mountings, and the very choicest fabrics are 
used for their interior trimmings. Silks, 
Satins, velvets,and in fact a great variety of 
goods of the most expensive character are 
npw used in the manufacture of “burial 

caskets. Of course many are trimmed more 
simply, but the same general taste prevails in 
nearly all.”’ 

“You spoke of the modern methods of ear- 
ing for bodies. What. has been the chauge 
in these methods?’ 

Formerly when it was desirable to post- 
pone the funeral for a little time the remains 
were placed on a freshly cutsod. The next 
Step was a plain box filled balf full of ice,and 
the body covered withice. Then the box 
was lined with tin, and later an improvement 
was made by placing compartments in the 
side of the box to contain the ice. Then 
came the patent freczer, which looks likea 
lage walnut casket, which is used consider 
ably to-day. The embalming process is largely 
used now. Itisa compdratively cheap pro- 
ces3, and by it remains may be preserved for 
any time desired. There isaschool where 
embalming is taught in this city, and many 
uudertakers have thus learned the process.’ 

‘What are generally the duties of the mod- 
ern undertaker in the matter of funeral di- 

rection ?’’ | 

‘“euerally the undertaker is notified im- 
mediately on the occurrence of death, and 
then takes entire charge of the remains and 
the details of the funeral. If desired, the fun 
eral director notifies the bearers, and, in fact, 
relieves the family of ail those duties which 
only add to the grief of the friends. Of course 
this is all done in a professional way, with as 
much regard for the feelings of the friends as 
possible.”’ 

‘‘How about the matter of the expense of 
funerals?” 

“Of course that isa matter which depends 
on the wishe softhe family. For instanee, if 
a familv is wealthy, it is, of course, cor sid- 
ered fittung that the funeral arrangements 
should be somewhat -in keeping with the cir- 
cumstances im life. In that case the 
might seem to some uselessly expensive, 
while inreality, considering everything, it is 
not. Now, where such funerals really in- 
yvolve a useless expenditure is where a family 
in far more moderate circumstances in life, 
desire a funeral in whicballthearrangements 
shall be on a scale with that of a more 
wealthy neighborl havespoken of. You see, 
if | bave made myself understood, that much 
of this criticism in regara to expensive funer- 
als arises from pride. In other words, what 
would be inexp ensive for one family wou'd 
be expensive and, perhaps, out of keeping 
for a family of more moderate means.”’ 

“It is sometimes said of your profession 
thatitisan unusually renumeative one and 
that wealth follows all your undertakings. 
Perhaps that is a blunt way of expressing it, 
but the feeling undoubtedly exists. I imag 
ine. however, that this is subject to some 
modification.” 

‘I never knew an undertaker to grow rich 
in his business,’’ said the lastact manager, 
aftera little thought. ‘‘The generai impres- 
sion you refer to, while it isa prevalent one, 
is an erronéous one. The popular idea of 
the profits of the undertaking business is 
very much exaggerated The enormous ex- 
pense attending the business is hardly ever 
considered, and people are very apt to jump 
totbe conclusion that the cost ofa funeral, 
however expensive, practically represents the 
amount of pet profits, Tocarry on a first- 
cluss undertaking business, requires, in the 
first place, a larger investment of capital than 
most people imagine. Then, it is necessary 
to keep a large Dumber of emplovesto be 
ready, and, whether tne funerals be few or 
‘many, the expense goes on and rapid:y eats 
up the profits. The general expense account 
in this business is very large and is constant. 
You may say that the percentage of net pr fit 
of the undertaking business does not exceed 
that ofan aversge manufacturing establish 
mentor wholesale mercantile house.,’’ 

‘Your business is one that does not admit 
of any great degree of what is commonly 
called enterprise?” 

‘No, we must wait for business to seek us; 
we cannot seek business. It won't do, you 
know, to tell an acquaintance that if he wants 
anything in our line we would be pleased to 
see him at any time, or even send out drum 
mers calling attention to a new line of goods 

“Is the baaladien an arduous one?’ 

“Very much so, and very confining. Men 
and borses must be out promptly at any time 
of night and in all kinds of weather. The
